■ We find on reference to officitil paj)ers 
that we have dono the Government 
Mining Engineer an injustice — unin- 
tentional, but nevortlieless an injustice. 
"We hasten to make the cnnende, and 
believe that our contemporary (which 
fell into the same error) will adopt a sim- 
ilar course. Both papers speak of the 

^ fayot^ble results. obtained at San Fran- 
CISCO," Portland and elsewhere as " as- 
says," when, as a matter of fact, they 
were working or milling tests. Testa 
of this kind are widely different from 
assays. The former shows how much 
the rock will- yield when subjected to 

I t>he -milling process; the latter, the 
amount of precions motal the rock con- 
tains. Rock when nulled should return 

' ■within 60 per cent, of its assayed val- 
ue — it rarely exceeds that percentage. 
Therefore, when a man speaks of rook 
assaying $50 to the tou ho should know 
that it will yield when .^milled at least 
40 per cent less, or 3nly $30 to the 
ton. INIr. Harper, in his statement he- 
fore Mr.. Ball, a day or two ago, in- 
formed that gentleman that rock' from 
the Bonanza lodge iniJIed ^25 per tou 
at San Francisco and §26.50 per ton at 
Portland, Of course the assayed value 
of the same rock was much higher. We 
have before ua the return of a working 
test of Wilkiuaoii rock by Luckhardt 
it Huhn, of the Nevada iletalhirgical 
Works, San Francisco, made jNIarch 1 9, 
1878. The rock was found to assay 
$8.79 in gold and §47.20 in silver per 
ton, and milled §22.06 to the ton. At 
Portland rock from the same ledge is 
shown by the return of Fisk & Co., 
metallurgists, to have milled §20.92 per 
ton. Those assays were made in the 
interest of private i^artics and are not 
the ones I^lr. Harper reports. Rock 
from the Steadnian ledge, crushed in 
the four-stamp mill at Cariboo, yielded 
$1 8 to the ton. Eight assays made of 
rock from the Bonanza lode at the Gov- 
ernment assay office averaged §33 to 
tlio ton, and innumerable assays in Cal- 
ifornia and Nevada show nearly sim- 
ilar results. All these ledges are pro- 
nounced utterly worthless by Mr. Eiotto 
in His letter to his friend at New West- 
minster, but verj' rich by the same ox- 
port in his report to his employees at 
Cariboo. Finally, the Government be- 
ing anxious to verify previous assays, 
and learning that from rock of the Bo- 
nanza lode assayed at the Geologi- 
cal Survey Office, Montreal, return.' 
much below those given by the Govern- 
ment assayer at Barkorville, had been 
obtained, caused assays to bo made of 
specimens from tlie Cariboo Company's 
rock at Barkervillc, and .sent portions 
of the same specimens to INIontreal for 
assay. The average assay at Barker 
ville was §60.70. The average result 
at Montreal, assuming the gold to bo 
1000 fine, was about §33. The latter, 
however, was not an assay — it was a 
milling test, and as such is a larger re- 
turn than any obtained by the same 
process at San Francisco. We i)ubli8ii 
the correspondence in another column. 
It ■will be seen that every precaution 
has been taken by the Govern- 
ment to guard against deception or 
accident in the selection and transmis- 
sion of the specimenH. The plan h 
proved an excellent one for arriving at 
the facts,, and the Government and 
coimtry are to be congratulated on the 
returns, which are more than satisfac- 
tory. As for the inscrutable Mr. 
Riottc, most peoj)lo will still bo casting 
about, like the Cariboo directors, for 
a "motive" to explain his strange con- 
duct. Lot us lioj)0 when the matter 
has been thoroughly investigated that 
the recent scare will be found 
to have been caused -by the play- 
ful antics of a Bear, who having broken 
put of his cage on California street, has 
come to British Columbia to teach the 
"natives" how to manipulate stocks. 



Our local cotomporary is attemping to 
create a tempest in a tea-pot because it 
has been dotermined by the Board of 
Education to hold tho examination of 
school teachers at New Westmiaster 
instead of in this city as heretofore. 
The "much ado about nothing" articles 
that have recently appeared in the 
Standard, are really not deserving of 
passing comment; but it is just as well 
to state that the Board of Education, 
alive to the interests of a majority of 
the candidates wiio will be examined 
and after due consideration, have come 
to the conclusion that inasmuch 
as teachers residing on tho main- 
land attended examinations year 
after year in this city, it is only 
proper that on this occasion tho 
gatlioring should be held at New Wpst- 
rainster. 



SHIPS AND RAJL-WAYS OP THE 
TTNITED STATES. 



In a speech recently made in the 
house of representatives, by Towusend 
of Illinois, statistics were quoted 
showing that, while the value of all 

•the .shipping, American and foreign, 
employed in the foreign trade of the 

■•United States is §200,000,000, the val- 
ue of the railroads in the United States 
is §-lr, 600,000,000; and wliile the value 
of all the imports and exports carried 
on the sea is $1,1-Sfl,634,000 per annum 
the value of commodities carried by 
rail alone in the interior is 18,000,000- 
000. This shows tliat the value of the 
railroads of the United States is about 
twenty-three times tlmt of all the 
.sliips engaged in the foreign trade, and 
that tho internal commerce carried on 
railroads alone is sixteen times as ^,> cat 
as that of the foroigix commerce.

Letter from Oassiar. 



Telkoraph Creek, Juno 10. 
I had not timo to write you from 
Wrangel and fear- what I now send 
will bo somewhat stale. We had a 
ploasaut run up, and at tho various 
stations wo stopped at things look very 
nourishing. Mr. West Huson of Alert 
Bay is making considerablo prepara- 
tions for .salting and drying salmon. 
At Aberdeen jMr. Windsor lina done 
groat things, coiL^idoring tho uhort timo 
he has started; and at Ijiylerness every- 
thing appears in a fery fonvard condi- 
tion and quite a considorablo settlement 
has sprung up. 1 suppo.se you havo 
heanl of the damage to tho Boavor. 
She lies on a Hand boncli about tlireo 
miles below tho Canyon and appears to 
bo in a bad condition having a consid- 
erable list to port and the water on 
that side being up to the level of her 
upper deck. Sho is fast filling up with 
sand. The damage is supposed to ox- 
toud about 50 feet along her port side 
and was occasioned by her running on 
a rock on the opposite side of the river 
to that she is now on and the accident 
was brought about by tho cajjtain mak- 
ing a mistake in the signal-bell to tho 
engineer. This was her first trip of 
the Heason and it was also tho first trip 
of her present captain on her. The 
water was so high and ao much drif t- 
woo<l was coming down that we could 
not get through the canyon and had to 
lay to at the bottom end for tlireo 
days, bat managed after a hard strug- 
gle to got through on Sunday the 9th 
instant. 

Tho news from tho mines ia not very 
encouraging. Mr. Buckley reports 
more broken men than he had over 
known before. Nothing certain is 
known from Walker Creek and unless 
this turns out good or something else is 
Htruck it will bo a very bad season for 
the ininers. I will write you more 
fully as to proapectH wlion I havo hoard 
more. I cannot close this letter with- 
out bearing testimony to the good 
management and pluck of Capt. Moore 
in getting uj) the river through bo much 
flood water, and the Gertrude is cer- 
tainly a very e.xcoUent boat, and by 
her lightness, great power in propor- 
tion to her size and absence ' of top- 
hamper is admirably adapted to tho na- 
vigation of the Stickeen. 

I have kept this open till the last 
moment in hope of getting some fur- 
ther and later iuforniatiou from the 
mines and havo been rewarded witli 
success. Mr. Grant has just arrived 
from Walker Creek liaving travelled in 
in five days and reports that operations 
havo been much delayed by ice; but 
that now they are at work and that 
about one mile and a-lialf of it will pay 
about an ounce to the man per diem. 
Mr, Crimp, tho purser of the Gertrude, 
has courteously proinised to forward 
this to you by tho earliesi chance from 
Wrangel. / W.

Vienna, June 21. — 'A letter from 
Berlin states that the Anglo- Austrian 
understanding extends to matters, be- 
yond scope of congress. 

Paris, June 22. — President Mac- 
mahon, upon recommendation of minis- 
ters, has decided to pardon 800 com- 
munists on the occasion of the national 
festival on tho 30th inst. in honor of 
tho exhibition. 

Berlin, June 21, midnight. — The 
plenipotentiaries of England, Russia 
and Austria agreed to the following 
points which will bo submitted to con- 
gress for ratification: The frontier of 
Northern Bulgaria is to be fi.xed at the 
Balkans ; tho Turks aro to havo tho 
right to fortify tho Balkan jiasscs and 
to garrison fortified places ; Sofia is to 
bo included in Roumelia and Varna in 
Bulgaria; the Turks are to retain 
Bargas ; the northern frontier of Mon- 
tenegro and tho boundaries of Servia 
are to be restricted; these countries to 
receive compensation on tho south. 
A telegram from Constantinople con- 
strained tho Russians to thus settle 
these questions. If the report be true 
one of the few points wliich might cause 
the breaking up of the congress, namely , 
the Bulgarian boundary, is seiitled in a 
sense favorable to English aad Austrian 



CALIFORNLV. 
Saw EKAKciSCO,June 21. — About five 
o'clock this evening a horrible tragedy 
was enacted at tho residence of Ed- 
ward Hanralian, 262 Clara street. 
Some two months ago, Ilanrahan, who 
was in tho wood and coal business 
with Michael Sheehan, dissolved part- 
nership, and the partners who had been 
occupying the same residence sought 
separate establishments. Sheehan then 
commenced coming to his late partner's 
house so frequently as to arouse the 
jealousy of Ilanrahan. This morning 
about 9 o'clock Ilanrahan discovered 
his wife and Sheehan in bed together 
in his own house. Ho ordered Shee- 
han out of the house, but the latter re- 
fused to go.

He 
beat his wife's head to a jelly and with 
tho pole of the axe split Sheehan's 
skull, broke both logs and inflicted 
three fearful cuts on his thigh. Both 
were killed on the spot. The room in 
in which the tragedy occurred is be- 
spattered with blood and brains and 
looked more like shambles than a hu- 
man residenca Hanrahan was arrest- 
ed." 



TRUTfi Strakgeh than Fiction. — A 
curious romance adds one more instruct- 
ive fact to point the moral of a miser's 
life and of "the love of money." For 
many years past an old man might have 
•been seen carrying an old bag on his 
shoulders, scraping up odds and ends 
from the gutter and garbage from the 
streets. This man's homo was in a Lon- 
don suburb, a : wretched room filled 
with rubbish — old pieces of iron and 
brass, bits of string, &c.

At last, however, the old chair iii which 
he used to sit was found to contain, ia 
the worn-out cushion, a bundle of most 
valuable securities amounting to £C0,- 
000, and a will This will, after leaving 
£100 each to his executors, devised all 
the residue of hia property . to two in- 
stitutions — one moiety to the Royal 
Free Hospital, Gray's-inn-road, in which 
institution ho used to obtain advice 
and medicine gratis, as above; and tho 
other half to tho Royal National Life- 
boat Association. So that these two 
useful institutions will receive £30,- 
000 each, and possibly more, as tho re- 
sult of this "miser's" wealth! Search is 
being made for further documents amid 
the heaps of rubbish that havo been 
allowed to accunilato in tlio wretched 
man's attic.

Steam no Longer Zlner. 



At the Risdon Iron Works a num- 
er of gentlemen assembled to witness 
the working of a new application of a 
well known principle in working ma- 
chinery, recently patented in Canada 
and tho United States by Mr. Thomas 
M. Fell, known as "The Carbon Motor." 
Tho tost was a very satisfactory one, 
but the most experienced engineers, 
while admitting they were astonished 
at tha working, expressed a desire, feel- 
ing confident that a great discovery 
in motive powers had been arrived at. 
The princijjlo is not a new one. Bisul- 
phide of carbon (or liquid carbon) has 
been used in steam boilers before, but 
in connection with water. There were 
several steamers in tho French marine 
to which tho principle was applied,' but 
the difficulty to be overcome was tho 
rapid corrosion of tho boiler and pipes. 
What is claimed in tho new plan is, that 
this difliculty is avoided by the use of 
glycerine instead of watei?. Pure 
glycerine is the best lubricator in the 
world, though not an oil, and therefore 
neither incrusation nor corrosion follows 
its use. Tho boilers filled with the 
temperature of 190 deg. Far., the bisul- 
phide of cqjbon is injected. The latter 
is almost instantly vaporized, giving 
60 pounds of working pressure for the 
engine. After utilizing the liquid car- 
bon to propel tho engine, the vapor is 
condensed for re-use, there being no loss 
if tho parts are tight and tho liquids 
pure. The great advantages gained, 
so far as could be preceived, were first, 
a saving of expense in fuel, as in a com- 
parative trial with an engine txw, by 
steam the glycerine carbon machine ob- 
tained greater power during eight 
hours of motion, and at less consump- 
tion of coal by 26 per cent; second, an 
absence of wastage, by corrosion or 
otherwise, in the engine; third, ease of 
management, perfect freedom from the 
danger of explosion. It was a curious 
feeling to be able to place one's hand 
on the boiler when tho machinery 
was at speed, and find tho superficial- 
heat in parts only about 100 degrees. 
This is the second important invention 
for which we are indebted to the Oana- 
diana The first was a machine for 
cutting iron plates, devised by a raw 
Kanuck just out of tho "bush," and 
now we have a simple combination that 
may supersede steam and all its perils. 
— Sa7i Francisco Examiner. 



The Micropliono. 



The marvelous combinations of scien- 
tific invention crowd so closely upon 
each other of late that wo can scarcely 
keep pace in the mere record of them. 
Tho latest wonder following on the 
heels of the telephone, the a;roplione 
and the phonograph, is the microphone. 
This is a device to magnify sound. Its 
oflice is relation to sound being the 
same as that of the relation to sight. 
An exchange thus describes this instru- 
ment: 

The apparatus is of the simplest char- 
acter. I3y its means sounds so faint 
that they have never been beard by 
human cars, can be made of any degi-ce 
of loudness. A feather's edge brushed 
over the sounding board of this instru- 
ment, has been made to crash upon the 
ears of the listenera The touch of the 
tip of a camel's hair brush was the oc- 
casion of a "crackling noise, of which 
the intensity was almost painful to the 
ear." The faintest whisper of tho hu- 
man voice can be reproduced in the 
loudest tones. The maiden's sigh may 
roar "like the cataract of Niagara." 
Professor D. E Hughes has given a full 
account of the microphone to the Royal 
Society of London, and described the 
steps" by which ho was led to tho in- 
vention. Tho philosophy of tho new 
invention is more difficult to explain 
than is tho telephone itsdf. . The dis-. 
covery has been made by Professor 
Hughes that the vibrations of sound 
are reprodiiced Avith the greatest delica- 
cy and increased force, by certain ma- 
terials interposed in an electric circuit. 
Tho rejjroduced sounds gain their in- 
crease of power, doubtless, at the ex- 
pense of tho current After a lai-go 
number of experimentSi gives the 
preference to carbon- for tliis purpose; 
especially to pieces of charcoal that 
havo been heated to whiteness, and 
then plunged into mercury. These 
pieces, in one of his experiments he 
placed in a glass tube, and brought a 
pressure upon them that squeezed their 
ends together. The apparatias was 
made in part of a closed electric circuit 
of three cups. A Boll telephone was 
then introduced into the circuit, 
and the whole thing was complete. All 
that was necessary to do was to talk to 
the tube, even at a respectable distance 
from it, and the telephone rejieated the 
sound at any distance yet tried, with a 
loudness dependent only on the pres- 
sure, of the.tuhe* ^ ^, r<Y>'.'j • ^ ■ -
